BERLIN, Jan. 26.—According

the latest returns from reichbtag elec- 
tions 
held 
yesteiday 
the socialists 


have gaineet out- and lost twenty seats. 
The twe> conservative 
parties 
have 


gained nine and lost six. The clericals 
have gained two and lost four: the Na- 
tional liberals have gained nine aifd 
lost nine, the radical 
groups 
have 


gained five and lost two: the Poles 
have gained two; the Guelphs have 
lo.si three and the Agrarians and anti- 
semitic groups have gained two and 
lost fi\e seats each. 


Tho socialists have entered demands 


for sevens-five reballots. From these 
they are likely to elect nineteen mem- 
beis, hence their strength in the new 
reichstag "ill probably be bolow fifty. 
Thi- clericals have demanded about 
thirty reballots, and have chances 
of 


winning enough seats to retain th.-ir 
full strength in the new house. 


Tho two conservative parties have 


demanded forty-one reballots, the na- 
tional liberals more than fifty, the 
radical groups forty-five and the anti- 
se-mites-. the Agrarians, the Poles, the 
Alsatians and others a total of twenty- 
three.-.

THE RAILROAD QUESTION 


W 


HEN the committee of the Nevada Com- 
mercial League shall appear next Wed- 


nesday before the joint session of the senate" and 
assembly railway committees at Carson, it will 
be with the assurance that all parts of Nevada 
are one in sentiment on this railway question. 
The league will ask for a law that shall prescribe 
a maximum rate. There are others who favor, 
instead, a railway comimission. 


The Journal's position upon the subject of a 


railway commission should be generally under- 
stood by this tnrie. We have opposed the project 
not because good honest men could not be ob- 
tained to serve on such a comirrission, but be- 
cause, in our opinion, a railway commission could 
not procure for us the immediate relief that is 
required. 


But, sooner than see the legislature adjourn 


without doing something1, and in order to effect 
the needed reforms, \\ e would be willing to adopt 
an> plan that would ruit the majority. It is not 
a time for captiousness and we recognize that 
fact, as do all other people who really want to 
accomplish something. And we do not care how 
it is clone, so long as Nevada obtains lower freight 
rates and passenger fares. 


How much the reduction was needed was apt- 


Iv demonstrated in th'e Goldfield Daily Tribune 
editorially on Thursday morning, when it proved 
by figpres that a consignment of mining machin- 
ery could be sent from San Francisco to Rhocle- 
«h. South Africa, at a lower cost for freight than 


it could be frorrt San Francisco to Goldfield. It 
was pointed out by the Tribune that in the case 
of the shipment to Africa, the machinery had to 
cross the American continent to the Atlantic seaj 
board, be carried over the ocean to England, be 
transhipped thence to a new vessel and carried 
to Bcira on the east coast of Africa, thence being 
taken by train to its ultimate destination in Rho- 
desia—a total of 15,000 miles, while to Goldfield 
the distance is only about 500 miles. 


To this example, We were enabled to add in 


the Journal yesterday many instances of the un- 
just discrimination practiced b\ tihe lailways 
against Reno and all the other towns of Nevada. 
As was stated then, the figmcs were startling. It 
was shown that it cocts more to ship beer from 
Reno to Goldfield, for example, than it does to 
ship it from Chicago to San Francisco, although 
from Reno to the great camp of southern Nevada 
is less than a tenth of the distance from the 
Windy City to the Golden Gate. 


Now that sort of thing cannot be borne. It ;s 


an outrage that the people will not stand, and it 
is just as well for the transportation corporations 
to come to realization of that fact. Thej may 
consider themselves to be the masters of the situ- 
ation, but, if they will take a little friendly advice, 
they will yield. 


The people of Nevada are going to have low- 


er railway rates and the companies will not care, 
in the face of a vigorous public sentiment, to 
maintain an attitude of hostility. No "public- 
be-damned" methods will be allowed in Nevada. 


THE gentlemen who are favoring the ap- 


pointment of a railway commission might not 
encounter quite as much opposition as they arc 
meeting if it were not so generall} believed that 
the places have already been bespoken. ShouH 
a railway commission bill pass, Governor Sparks 
would undoubtedly appoint good men and the 
schemers might be disappointed. But the wav 
things are, the men who have been talked of for 
the place from this part of the state have too 
many enemies and opponents to help the measure 
along. 


THAT must be "Coal Oil Jimm\" Travers 


who is running th'e Round Mountain Nugget 
He has been ever} thing in the newspaper busi- 
ness since we knew him first, but he made more 
money when he was not in it than he did when he 
variably was. He used to publish a paper in Al- 
ameda called the Encinal.

Roosevelt's Luck

T has probably not escaped the attention of 


the Journal's readers that the compromise 


resolution adopted by the United States senate 
in the matter of the Brownville investigation was 
an emphatic victory for President Roosevelt. 
The specific omission from the investigation of 
anything that would question the legality or 
justice of the president's action in dismissing the 
negroes of the twenty-fifth infantry battalion at 
Fort Reno without honor, cut out all that was of 
any importance. 


The discharge of the black scoundrels who 


committed murder and assault, and their com- 
panions who concealed the name of the guilty, 
rascals, was deserved. 
There should ,in our 


opinion, be no black regiments at all. But there 
are such things in our army as the articles of war, 
and there is criminal law in this country as well 
Under whichever regulation' the government 
might have chosen to proceed, the proceedings 
would have been legal. But President Roosevelt, 
without giving the soldiers a chance to be tried 
by courtmartial and without seeking to hand the 
culprits over to the civil authorities for trial by 
the criminal courts, took it upon himself to act us 
judge and jury and discharged the entire battal- 
ion. 


It was this usurpation of authority that form- 


ed a grave menace to republican institutions and 
it was the duty of the senate to oppose such an 
invasion of the judicial branch of the govern- 
ment by the executive. 


But, as usual, the Roosevelt luck held out and 


the stupidity of Foraker, whose only object was 
to catch the negro vote of Ohio and who had no 
high motive in his opposition to the presides 
enabled the administration senators to carry th'eir 
point. The Brownville incident is now of no 
further interest.
